PRESIDENT CLEVELAND IS SPARED 


He Is Criticised in Committee Meet- 
ings, but Not by Resolution. 


WILLIAM =S. BRYAN IS CALLED FOR 


He Makes sa Speech Which Crsates Great 
-Enthusiasm—Delegates Elected tos 
National Monetary Convention. 


Springfield, Ill., June 5.—Had it not been 
for the timely action of Secretary of State 
W. H. Hinrichsen, who issued the call for 
today’s Illinois.democratic silver conven-~ 
tion, the event would have ended in a row. 
It all came about because of a plank in the 
resolution indorsing Governor Altgeld. It 
hadi been expressly agreed before the con- 
vention was called to order that there was 
to be no action taken of that for 
which the call provided—the placing of the 
seal of approval on free coinage and the 
election of delegates to a national conven- 
tion, to be held some time in the near fu- 


outside 


ture. 

The trouble began in the committee room, 
where platform was being prepared. 
Ten members of the committee. voted. for 
the Altgeld plank and nine against inser- 
‘tion. The plank was put in. The platform 
had been read by ex-Congressman Fithian, 
chairman of the resclutions committee, a 
firm friend of the Altgeld plank. A storm 
of protests had arisen all over the hall and 
it looked as if the pate-makting silver con- 
vention of the west would end in a schism 
which would be fatal to the future of the 
white metal. At this juncture Hinrichsen 
@rose and waved his hand, and instantly 
the uproar was hushed.

The Assembling of the Convention. 

This morning’s trains visibly augmented 
the number of delegates to the democratic 
silver convention, and the prospects of it 
being a success were correspondingly in- 
creased. At one time it looked as if the 
country was holding back, and that the rep- 
resentation gutside of the city districts 
wou!d be’so small as to seriously affect the 
standing of silver in the state of Illinois, 
but all fear of this was at an end when the 
delegates assembled in the commodious hall 
of representatives in the capitol at noon 
today. 

Kvery delegate who valued his standing 
with his fellows wore on his coat a badge

of which was a small gold nugget and 
remainder sixteen lumps of silver.

Despite the assurances given out by the 
leadas last night that the convention 
woulf not undertake to condemn the na- 
tionad administration, some of the friends 
of tresident Cleveland seemed apprehen- 
sive of coming trouble. The delegates 
from the various congressional districis 
met at 10 o’clock to select delegates to the 
propesed national convention on the ‘cur- 
rency question. In some of these cau- 
cuses the subject of denouncing Cleve- 
land and Palmer was talked over in an in- 
formal way, but the sentiment appeared 
to be against that which was not con- 
servative. 

A Strictly Monetary Convention. 

In the case of the seventeenth congres- 
sional district, General Palmer’s home, a 
resolution was offered instructing the 
chairman of the delegation and the district 
member of the committee on resolutions 
to vote against any proposition to either 
condemn the national administration or 
indorse the state administration. Several 
speecnes were made on the subject and 
Jhe general expression, while strongly 
against Cleveland, was that it would be 
bad policy for the convention to take any 
action which would widen the breach be- 
tween the two factions of the democracy. 
Timothy T. Beach voiced this sentiment 
in a peppery speech, in which he spoke 
bitterly of Cleveland as a traitor to the 
democracy, but said he did not think it 
the business of a monetary convention to 
denounce him. 

The convention reassembled at 2 o’clock. 
The committee cen credentials reported 
that as there were no contests all the del- 
egates should be declared entitled to seats. 
The committee on permanent organization. 
then made its report, 

Judge McConnell, who recently became 
widely known by his resignation from the 
presidency of the Iroquois Club, of Chi- 
cago, because of becoming a proselyte of 
silver, was made permanent chairmun, 
the.rest of the temporary officers being 
regularly elected also.

Messrs. Thomas and Ryan Announce the 
Central's Reorganization Scheme. 


IT REDUCES THE FIXED CHARGES 


Under This Plan They Are Brought 
Down to $1,815,000. 


STOCKHOLDERS GET NEW BONDS 


They Are Third Preference Incomes—Se- 
curity UWolders Said ‘l’o Be Satisfied. 
Morgan & Co. Behind This Plan. 


New York, June 5.—Messrs. Thomas F. 
Ryan and Sam Thomas formally announced 
this afternoon the plan which they have 
drawn up for the purchase of the proper- 
ties of the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company of Georgia. The plan gontem- 
pilates the sale to a new company to be 
called the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, of all the properties of the present 
corporation by the purchasers under fore- 
closure of their tripartite or consolidated 
mortgage, or both, and of the securities 
pledged for the floating debt. 

The company will issue the 
Securities: 

(A) $7,000,000 first mortgage 
6 per cent gold bonds which shall be a 
first iien on the main line from Atlania 
to Savannah, including the Milledgeville 
branch, and upon the equipment and the 
equity {In the steainship properties. , 

(B) 313,000,000 consolidated fiftv-year gold 
bonds which shall be a second lien on the 
main line and a first Hien on the Mont- 
gomery and Eufaula railway, and a 
ond lien on the Mobile and Girard rail- 
way. This issue may be increased $2.100,- 
OUWU at the rate of not more than $500,000 a 
year for betterments. It may be increas g#i 
to $20,000,000 if the above mentioned $7,(,-

The plan has been underwritten by a 
strong syndicate. It is approved by the 
helders of a majority of the capital stock 
of the company, by the committee of the 
bondholders of certificates of indebtedness, 
by tre underwriters of the proposed first 
mortgage bonds of the new company to be 
used in taking up the present tripartite 
bonds and by the committee representing 
the first mortgage bondholders of the Mo- 
bile and ‘Girard Railroad Company, 

Debenture Holders Satisfied. 

Under the plan the fixed charges will be 
reduced to $1,815,150 a year and will not 
increase, except from the small additional 
issue provided for betterments, if such 
issue should be made. Judge W. D. Har- 
den, of Savannah, who represents the hol4- 
ers of certificates of indebtedness and is 
chairman of that committee, is now in New 
York and says: 

‘“} have no doubt but that the plan will 
meet with the approbation of every one 
who has not an ax to grind in addition to 
the mere redemption of the property. I 
have talked very extensively with holders 
of the 6 por cent certificates of indebted- 
ness, the minority stockholders, and 
a good many holders of Sa- 
vannah and Western bonds, and 
with the exception of such holders of 
the latter as are bound by their agreement 
with the pooling syndicate, I have heard 
ne objection, but it is universally agreed 
to be the fairest plan. What I ‘have said 
applies also to helders of Southwestern 
stock ard holders of large amounts of Au- 
gusta and Savannah stoek.”

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY, 


Another Legal Move in South Caro- 
lina’s Dispensary Law. 

Columbia, S$. C., June 5.—This morning 
another interesting legal move was mace 
in the matter of the dispensary law: State 
Commissioner Mixson and Liquor Consta- 
ble Beach were arrested. The proceedings 
are made under the special conspiracy act 
of ccngress which was referred to in the 
Debs case. They were arrested upon a 
watrant sworn out by two leading citizens, 
Mevsrs. Muller and Beck, before United 
States Commissioner Keid, of Newberry. 
They are charged with conspiracy to vio- 
late the special interstate commerce act 
of 189% in seizing some becr belonging to 
the complainants. The commissioner also 
issued a warrant for the search and seizure 
of the confiscated liquor. The prisoners 
were taken up for a preliminary hearing. 
Dr. Pope appeared before the complainants 
and asked that they be bound over for 
conspiracy, ‘The assistant attcrney genera 
told the deputy marshal to consider the 
seized property in his possessicn for the 
purposes of this case. The state main- 
tains that the defendarts cannot be heid 
criminally liable under this act of cun- 
gress. 

The. hearing wes ccncluded at the after- 
noor session, Dr. Pope and Judge Town- 
send both making lengthy speeches, the 
former arguing that the commissioner had 
jurisdiction and the latter denying it. Dr. 
Pope’s specch was a spicy one. The com- 
missioner decided that che defendants were 
in contempt of Judge Simoniton’s order of 
injunction, which he said was now the 
law, and bound Mixscn over to appear 
for trial at the November term of the 
United States district court here in the

ASSASSINS ARE EAGER TO KILL 


Detectives Watch Americans and Euro- 
peans and Closely Guard the Ministers. 
Cholera Is Making Great Raveges. 


Kioto, May 25.—(Special, via Vancouver.) 
Japan has been robbed of the fruits of 
her victory over China and now the éem-.- 
peror and the engaged in 
attempting to persuade the people that 
the victory should be considered doubly 
giorious because Japan has done the mag- 
nanimous thing in surrendering to Rus- 
sia’s demands in order to preserve peace 
in the orient. 

Japan did that which she was forced 
to do. The cabinet showed its good sense 
in paying heed to the demands of the 
‘Russian, French and German alliance. 
But the language of the emperor’s re- 
script is, in a measure, a reflection upon 
the intelligence of the people of Japan. It 
has, however, had the effect of allaying 
the indignation of the people temporarily. 

All Japan feels humiliated that she 
should, after a seven months’ war of un- 
interrupted victories over China, both on 
sea .and land—after having caused China 
give up her most valuable territory to 
the little island empire—be forced to re- 
tire from her conquered and acquired ter- 
ritory and accept but a small moneyed in- 
demnity and the island of Formosa as the 
fruits of her great victory. 

It is humiliating to whip in a fight and 
then have the winnings taken from you 
by a bigger bully. 

The announcement of the terms of peace 
has created no enthusiasm among a nat- 
urally enthusiastic and celebrating people. 
During the war each victory was hilarious- 
ly and wildly celebrated in every city, 
town and hamlet in Japan. Not.a cheer 
over the terms of peace has been hearé 
in any portion of the island empire. The 
people accept it now because the emperor 
in his rescript has advised them that it is 
correct. But quiet mutterings of dissat- 
isfaction are heard on all hands, and it 
is apparent that the people are preparing 
to satisfy themselves by punishing some 
one. 

ft has embittered the’ masses of the 
people against foreigners. The common 
people do not distinguish as between for- 
eigners. They are friendly to Americans,

but ‘to them now Americans, French, Ger- 


mans and Russians ali appear alike. In 
consequence, foreigners are carefully pro- 
tected by the government. Detectives are 
always near those traveling out of regular 
foreign settlements.

A Japanese paper gives 
an account of a meeting in Tokio a few 
nights ago at which such eminent politi- 
cians as Shimada Saburo, Taguchi Ukichi, 
Kashiwada Koribumi, Kawashima Jun 
and others were present.

‘Should it be fact, whether the people 
at large ought to signify their disapproba- 
tion; 

‘* *‘Whethas> under the

“The gathering was dissolveu at about ll 
o'clock p. m. The progressionists have 
resolved, as a result of tne conference of 
thejr committees, to cause representatives 
of the party to- call on each minister of 
state in order to discuss the questions of 
the day.

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CLAVIJA PAYS THE PENALTK 


For Shooting General Rivera—Three 
Rounds Fired Into His Body. 

Madrid, June 5.—Major Clavija, the as- 
sailant of Captain General Primo Rivera, 
was shot this morning. At 2 o’clock Clavija 
was awakened by the guard and the sen- 
tence of the court martial and war minis- 
ter’s confirmation. of the finding of the court 
were read to him. The condemned man 
listened to the reading without showing 
any signs of emotion. He complained, how- 
ever, of not having been allowed to get a 
good night’s sleep. At 5 o’clock he was 
conducted to the prison chapel, where he at- 
tended mass and made confession. He was 
then informed that his execution was fixed 
for 7 o’clock on the field of San Isidor. A 
carriage awaited him at the prison en- 
trance and as he stepped inside the vehicle, 
together with a priest, it was surrounded 
by an infantry guard and the march be- 
gan. 

Arriving at San Isidro, Clavija descended 
from the carriage with the air of a man 
who came out for a pleasure drive. As he 
alighted he was surrounded by priests of the 
Brotherhood of Penance and Charity, whom 
he saluted gravely. One of the priests step- 
ped forward, veiled the condemned man’s 
eyes with a handkerchief and then with- 
drew, leaving Clavija standing alone, await- 
ing the fatal moment. The splendid military 
bearing of the condemned man aroused the 
sympathy of all present, the officer in com- 
mand of the guard being noticeably affected, 
and there were traces of deep emotion in 
his voice as he gave the order to fire. 

As the order was given to fire there was 
a roar of musketry and Clavija fell with 
three bullets in his head, but he was not 
yet dead. Seeing that he moved, the order 
was given to nre another shot, which took 
effect in the chin, and as there was still 
some motion in the body another shot was 
fired into his heart. 

Clavija being then pronounced dead the 
troops marched past the body and return- 
ed to their quarters. 

The large crowd which had assembled in 
the square groaned in horror at seeing the 
soldiers fire three times upon the unfortu- 
nate officer—twice into his prostrate body.

The Refusal of the Porte Regarded as 
a Success for the Grand Vizier. 

Constantinople, June 5.—Affairs in regard 
to the Armenian situation, as between the 
porte and the powers, are at a standstill, 
owing to the fact that the representatives 
of the powers party to the proposed reor- 
ganization of the Armenian administration 
are awaiting instructions from their respec- 
tive governments. In the meantime the re- 
fusal of the porte to acquiesce in the pro- 
posed foreign contro] of Armenia is re- 
garded as a stroke of success on the part of 
the grand vizier, Diévar Pasha, which has 
averted his resignation and consequent 
changes in the Turkish ministry. 

Russia Behind the Sultan. 
“London, June 5.—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in an article on the Armenian situation, 
expresses the belief that Russia is. behind 
the sultan and that there is little incentive 
for anybody to spend their strength to 
protect such a race as the Armenians. 
Therefore, The Gazette says that English- 
men ought to listen to farseeing states- 
men, like Lord Salisbury, and not give 
heed to Turcophobe Zealots, who are go- 
ing blindfold into chaos. 

The St. James Gazette says: “This Ar- 
menian business is not really as serious as 
the newspaper agents declare it to be.” 

Used His Knife on the Lawyer. 

New Orleans, June 5.—Mr. Joseph VD, 
Kiernan, a well-known Jawyer of this city, 
was cut five times with a knife and se- 
riously wounded today by a Spaniard named 
Froylan Martinez. Mr, Kiernan sued Mar- 
tinez for legal service and obtained judg- 
ment. Today Martinez called at Kiernan’s 
office. and after some angry words, drew 
a knife as Kiernan turned his back and 
began cutting the lawyer. Kiernan is a 
large, powerful man, while Martinez is a 
small man and crippled in one leg. But for 
this disadvantage Martinez weld probably 
have killed Kiernan. The Spaniasd was 
arrested. Kiernan will probably recover. 


Demoralization in Formosa. 

London, June 5.-—-A dispatch to The Star 
from Hong Kong says Chinese in the 
northern part of Formosa are completely 
demoralized. The people have joined the 
soldiers in rioting and looting and there is 
chaos everywhere. The _ rioters. have 
burned the government buildings at Taipeti- 
fu and Hobe. The republic has collapsed 
and Tang, the rebel governor, fled. Foreign 
residents are safe but their anxiety is 
great. 


Death of the Sultan of Johore. 

London, June 5.—The sultan of Johore 
died in this city this morning. The sultan 
came into notoriety in 1893 through a breach 
of promise suit brought against him in Lon- 
don under the name of “Mr. Albert Baker,” 
by a Miss Jenny Mighell. The sultan won 
his case on the ground that he was a reign- 
ing sovereign, and therefore the English 
cuurts had no jurisdiction over him. 


The Birdeye in Straits. 

Knoxville, Tenn. June 5.—The Jellico- 
Birdeye Coal Company, organized two years 
ago on the co-operative plan with stock- 
holders in all parts of the south, is re- 
ported to have made an assignment today.

Louisville, Ky., June 5.—The republican 
State convention was called to order this 
afternoon.

A telegram from the managers of the 
bimetallic convention, which is to be held 
in Memp, June 23d, which asked the 
republicans to send delegates to the con- 
vention, was read by Chairman Denny, and 
Was received with hisses and ordered laid 
on the table.

The coinage resolution was received with 
tremendous cheers and there was no ques- 
tion as to the sentiment of the convention 
on this subject. of *‘Read it. ‘‘Read 
it again’’ were shouted ana amid renewed 
cheering, the chairman read the resolution 
again. The platform was. unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote amid great enthu- 
siasm. 

After the adoption of the platform nom- 
inations for governor were in ordér. 

Hon. J. W. Yerkes, of Danville, placed 
the name of Colonel William O. Bradley of 
Lancaster, Garrard county, betore the con- 
vention. The nomination was seconded by 
Judge Henry M. Brown, of Laurel county, 
and Jenkins, a colored delegate from Cov- 
ington.

Morton Wrote Uncomplimentary 
Things About Mr. Cleveland. 

Washington, June 5.—The president today 
removed from office C. B. Morton, of Maine, 
auditor for the navy department in tke 
treasury. His successor wiil be promptly 
announced. 

Mr. Morton’s tenure of office has been 
very precarious for the past six months, 
from causes that ied up to the action taken 
today be.ng connected with the appointe- 
ment of the collector of customs at his 
home town in Maine. There were two can- 
didates, both excellent men, it is sadd, and 
both well backed. A spirited contest arose 
and Mr. Morton sided with the present col- 
lector. By agreement the present collector 
was appointed with the understanding that 
his chief opponent should be named as 
chief deputy. Mr. Morton, on behaif of tne 
present collector agreed to this, The ar- 
rangement was never carried out. Other 
causes are assigned as leading to the reason 
of this action, among these being Mr. Mor- 
ton’s interference as an officer of the treas- 
ury in Maine appointments, generally 
against the well-known policy of the presi- 
dent that subordinates shouid not use their 
official position to further the aspirations 
of office seekers. It is also alleged that 
Mr. Morton has written uncompl.mentary 
letters about Mr. Cleveland, which have 
just come to light.

all our obligations and yet we 
--Or ought to kncw--that with any 

d daemand upon the treasury .we 

be immediately bankrupt. That is 
} too, of any nation pretenaing to a 
gold standard system. We are demand- 
ing the restoration of silver as redemption 
money in order that our system may be 
here honest and less pretentious. 

“International agreement is by no means 
necessary * * * Until human wisdom has 
devised some other financial system than 
that now recognized by the entire world, 
gold and silver will continue to be used as 
money. And so long as we are to use met- 
als as a representative of value, and as an 
aid to exchange, we cannot afford to dis- 
pense with either silver or gold. We 
not afford to allow all value to be repre- 
sented in either metal, nor rely upon one or 
the other as the sole medium of exchange. 
The quantity of either is so limited that the 
demand for the one exciusively preferred 
would tend constantly to. appreciate it, 
working not only injustice to the debtor, 
but also by its apparent reduction of prices 
—a constant check to enterprise and com- 
merce, 

“We who are in favor of the remonetiza- 
tion of silver say there is no injustice even 
to the creditor if the government shali re- 
store to silver its old place in our monetary) 
system, 

“The time has come to rebuke those who 
distrust the wisdom of the people and ae- 
cept the selfish wisdom of the money chang- 
ers and bondholders. The time has come 
now for us to be definite in demand and res- 
olute in exacting obedience from our offi 
cial servants. We must Say and say it with 
the voice of command, that we demand the 
remonetization of silver at-the ratio es 
talbished by law. The system we want re 
stored has been approved by long exp 
rience, sanctioned by our progress is justi 
fied by our situation, and is necessary to 
our nafidnal independence and prosperity. 
We must rid ourselves of the veto power ot 
New York and London. Let the people com- 
mand and our official servants must ob 
lor.

In 1896 the people of the United States 
will cCalied upon to decide whether the 
influence of this nation shall be cust on the 
side Of bimetallism or in favor of a univer- 
sal gold standard. All admit that the ques- 
tion is the greatest economic question which 
has come before the people of the United 
States during the present generation, if not 
in fact during the present century. This 
question cannot be settled by the fiat of 
bank presidents, of money lenders of federal 
Officials, It will not be finally 
until the great common people of the United 
States sit in judgment on it and apply those 
principles of justice by which alone pubhe 
questions can be measured. If, as all admit, 
the money question is now the question ot 
supreme importance, it must follow that 
the people will trust that party with its 
settlement which fearlessiy espouses the 
truth. The democratic party must take 
position upon this question, and by 
correctness of that position will rise 
fall. No coward, whether an incividual 
a party,,can long retain the confidence ol 
the people, Not only is it necessary for the 
democratic party to take a position, but the 
sooner it defines its position the freater 
will be its opportunities to win in 1896. We 
need not disguise the fact that our party 
is divided upon this question. There are 
those among us who would fasten upon us 
the English system of finance just as there 
were those among our revolutionary fa- 
thers who sought to continue the political 
supremacy of Great Britain. These sgentle- 
men having suspended the coinage of silver 
and established the gold stanaard, are urg- 
ing us not to disturb party harmony by 
demanding a ‘restoration of “the gold and 
silver coinage of the const:tution,’ just as 
the tories cried ‘peace, peace,’ when Pat- 
rick Henry and his compatriot sought a 
restoration of the rights of the colonies, 
but there is no peace. 

“There can be no compromise upon this 
question; there can be no political fellow- 
ship between the advocates of a single gold 
Standard and the friends of bimetallism. 
* * * It is to be regretted that the first 
democratic president since the war should 
become the trusted instrument in the hands 
of concentrated wealth, the official head of 
the ‘communism of pelf.’” When he was 
found, he was as modest as Saul and as 
conspicuous among his fellows for his good 
conduct, but since he has sought counsel 
of the ‘familiar spirits’ of Wall street, he 
has tried to take the political life of every 
David whom the people trusted.

If we should attempt free co n- 
age at 15 to 1, we would inv-te the coined 
silver of.other countries to come here in 
exchange for gold, but when we offered 
free co'nage at 16 to 1 our gold wil! not 
leave, because it cannot find a more fa- 
vorable ratio where there is any quantity 
of silver to exchange. If a change in the 
ratio is desirable, we cannot intelligently 
choose a new ratio unless we have: put gold 
and silver upon an equal footing. It is 
absurd to.measure silver by gold when we 
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silver. This country must act alone, be- 
cause it cannot afford to submit the inter- 
ests of American citizens to the govern- 
ment control of foreign nations, be- 
cause other nations are not similarly sit- 
uated and therefore cannot be relied upon 
to co-operate with us. We did not ask 
the consent of other nations when we 
demonetized silver, and we, should not 
ask ther consent when we restore it. 
Illinois is the imperial state of the west, 
and the democracy of this state, by meet- 
ing in this convention, earned the right to 
lead the fight of 1896. The platform adopt- 
ed ‘by this convention will be in substance 
the democratic platform of 1896. If we are 
right, as we belive we are, they that are 
with us are all right.. Truth is mighty 
and will prevail.’’

THROUGH SOUTH CAROLINA. 


™* Politicians Are Guessing About 
the Republicans- 


Columbia, 8. C., June 5.—(Special.)—There 
seems to be a general impression that the 
republicans wili side with the eonserva- 
tives wherever there is a fight in the con- 
stitutional convention campaign. Whether 
this impression is founded on substance re- 
mains to be seen. Certain it is that 80 far 
there have been no overtures made by any 
one so far as the public knows, and there 
does not seem yet to be any one in position 
to make the overtures. The conservatives 
are very much divided among themselves, 
and the reformers make very little better 
showing. The republicans alone have their 
forces massed, but what they will do, or 
even will be able to do, cannot be known 
until the legal fight over the registration 
laws is determined. 

‘rhe Constitution man talkiag with Dr. V. 
P. Clayton, who was formerly postmaster 
of Columbia, and is probably the most high- 
ly esteemed republican in the city by the 
democrats, got in answer to the direct ques- 
tion, ‘‘What are the republicans going to do 
in the constitutional convention campaign?” 
the reply: “The republicans will support 
those candidates who will pledge them- 
selves to form a constitution, in perfect ac- 
cord with the constitution of the United 
States and all amendments thereto.’’ It 
being urged that this was not definite 
enough, Dr. Clayton said: 

“Well. the republicans in this state are 
well enough pleased with the present con- 
stitution of the state, and they do not wish 
to see such a one enacted as would disfran- 
chise a large portion of the population be- 
cause of difference of race.” 

The doctor said that while he himself be- 
lieved in universal suffrage, yet that under 
certain contingencies he would be willing 
to see a limitation put upon the suffrage, if 
that limitation would apply to all men alike, 
and would not be within the discretion of 
the manager of elections. He said that the 
republican party of the state, as well as 
that of the United States, stood pledged to 
see that the negro had fair play, and that 
it would oppose with all of its power any 
effort to discriminate against the negro be- 
cause of his color. 

Dr. Clayton said that if certain conditions 
arose he intended using his influence with 
the negro leaders to have a race convention 
called which would put itself on record as 
being willing to accept a limitation of the 
sultr@ee if it were put upon a fair and 
square basis. This would be done as an evl- 
dence of good faith that the negro did not 
hope for domination in, this state, and that 
all they demanded was tair play and pro- 
tection against racial discriminations, 

Such a convention as was suggested by 
Dr. Clayton will be called. It will be 
strictly a race convention, and the negroes 
in each county in the state will be asked 
to hold mass meetings at their county 
seats and elect delegates to a state con- 
vention to be held in Columbia on July 
5th or 6th, which will consider the condi- 
tion of the negro race in the state and take 
steps for united action in the constitutional! 
convention campaign. Rev. E. H. -Coit, 
of Bethel Methodist church, and a 
very intelligent colored man, is chairman 
of the committee which has this matter in 
charge. He asserts most positively that 
the negroes have no desire, nor have they 
the least hope under any circumstances, 
of being able to control the 
this state. Savs he: 

“The Anglo-Saxon race in South Carolina 
has the wealth, the intelligence and ihe 
training to control the state. Ali admit 
this; and how-can a poor,

dient people like the negroes in South Car- 
olina hope to do more than be humble 
participants in their own government?” 
He declared that he and the other Neg: 
in the state were satisfied with the’ pres- 
ent election laws, the eight box lw, reg- 
istration, etc. They regarded the restric- 
tions merely an educational 4yualifica- 
ion. and as long as the state attempted 
to supply the means to become qualified, 
through education in the public schools, 
his people could say nothing and hd made 
attempt to overturn the ‘ction laws; 
when they saw that these election 
laws were being used to accompish the 
election to a constitutional conveition of 
a set of men pledged to disc’iminate 
against his race, the leaders had set to 
work to raise the money needed to employ 
the lawyers who were attempting lo upset 
these laws. He declared that if tne elec- 
tion laws were declared uncpnstitu- 
tional he would advocate a wholesaie em.- 
gration of the negro race from the state. 
He said here is the great inconsistency of 
South Carolina: There are on the 
Statute to prevent. emigration agents 
from coming into the state to induce ¢ 
negroes to leave the state, seemed 
to be the wish of the dominant element 
in the state to take away the few priv- 
ileges the negro race enjoyed under the 
laws. He said that he felt sure that the 
constitutional -convention should be com- 
nosed of: such men as would be elected 
under the present election laws, the 
for free schools, for regrues at 
were at an end in South Carona. 
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How Will They Divide Delegates? 

The matter of absorbing interest ia U 
state now is the action, that will be taken in 
the several counties in the state regarding 
the division of delegates to the constitution- 
al convention between the two factions. 
Aiken and Edgefield counties have beta de- 
termined through their executive commit- 
tees to divide the delegates equally between 
the tgo factions. In Greenville county a con- 
vention has been called which will have 
power to elect delegates, order a primary or 
ignore a primary. These three are the only 
counties that have taken any action so far. 

A prominent up-country politician who 
held a place on the Haskell ticket of 1890, 
said to The Constitution representative this 
morning that it was very evident that there 
was a faction among the conservatives who 
did not wish for any equitable settlement to 
be made among the white people, but who 
preferred a straightout fight. That these 
men believed that with the aid of the negro 
they could control the constitutional con- 
vention, and therefore would be in better 
condition than if the division of delegates 
was made along the line suggested by the 
Tillman-Hemphill-Evans combination. 

Tt has been asserted in certain quarters 
that the reformers were becoming frighten- 
ed and were eager for an equal division of 
delegates; ‘‘that half a loaf was better than 
none,” but this idea is scoffed at by many 
who have heretofore been ra nked as conser- 
vatives, An influential local politician was 
heard to say this morning that wnen it 
came to the use of the negro he believed 
Ben Tillman was right when he said that 
the reformers could control more votes 
among that race than the conservatives 
could, and certainly the reformers backed 
by the numbers of hitherto conservatives, 
who would refuse to go into any combina- 
tion with the negroes, could win hands down 
against the extreme conservatives who fa- 
vored a straightout fight without terme.

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LOUD OUT ON BAIL 


Judge Falligant Fixes His Bond at $6,000 
Which Is Given. 


MISS. HELENE STOCKTON ARRESTED 


John J. Sullivan, tbe Bryen Street Saloon 
Proprietor, Starts a Fund for the Prose- 
cution of Fitzpatrick’s Blayer- 


Savannah, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—Char- 
ley D. Loud was declared guilty of man- 
slaughter by the coroner’s jury which in- 
vestigated the killing of Phil H. Fitzpat- 
rick. The jury began its’work at 11 o’clock 
last night and did not complete its labors 
until 6 o’clock this morning. Loud engaged 
Major P. W. Meldrim, H. W. Johnson and 
T. S. Morgan, Jr., as his attorneys, and 
this morning, after a warrant for murder 
had been sworn out by John J. Somers 
against Loud, they made application before 
Judge Falligant for bail. Judge Falligant 
heard the testimony of Helen Stockton, 
the woman in the case, the statement of 
the prisoner and the testimony taken by 
the coroner's jury, after which he agreed 
to release Loud on a $5,000 bond, which was 
given and signed by William Pritchett, of 
Montgomery county. Mr. Pritchett is a 
prominent naval stores dealer and is well 
known in this city. 

Loud is a member of the firm of Loud & 
Clark, prominent attorneys of Mt. Ver- 
non, Montgomery county, and is well known 
in this section, John J. Sullivan, a well 
known restaurant and barkeeper of this 
city, started a list today for the purpose of 
prosecuting Loud. He headed the list with 
& $50 subscription, and it is said $v) was 
Secured betore the matter was dropped. 
There is much feeling among Fitzpatrick’s 
friends about the killing. The Stockton wo- 
man was arrested again tonight on account 
of the affair as an accessory. The general 
opinion of those who have looked ito the 
matter is that Loud was justifiable in the 
matter. 

Charles D. Loud, who shot and killed Phil 
H. Fitzpatrick at Thunderbolt jast night, 
has been released on $5,000 bail. Helene 
Stockton, the young woman on whose ac- 
count the killing took place, was arrested 
tonight as accessory to the crime. 

Bugs Has Opposition. 

Mr. O. T. Bugg, the inventor of the cot- 
ton seed delinter, who has secured Mr. L. 
Van Winkle as the manufacturer of the 
machines which he will use in the process, 
Says that he is meeting with much’ opposi- 
tion in the organization of his company 
from the manufacturers of cotton seed oil 
in Savannah, Atlanta and other points of 
the country. The reason of this is that the 
delinted seed sells more readily than the 
seed with the lint on it and it hurts the 
competition of the American manufacturer 
of cotton seed oil with the English manu- 
facturer, as the latter uses oniy the seed 
that is free from lint. He has secured ad- 
vantageous offers from both Port Royal 
and Augusta to locate his plant at those 
places,-and is now trying to see what Sa- 
vannah will offer in the way of facilities. 


DEMOCRATS DISSATISFIED, 


Oconee Officials Will Carry Their 
Case to the Supreme; Court. 


Athens, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—The de- 
cision of the Oconee county contested elec- 
tion case, by Judge U. L. Hutchins, seai: 
the populist candidates for tax collector 
and clerk, Messrs. A. C. Jackson and A. 
H. Morton, respectively. The democrats 
who are retired by this decision are Messrs. 
J. W. Johnson and J. M. A. Jonnsun. 

But the fight is not to an end here. The 
democrats will not give up before they test 
their case in the supreme court. heir 
attorneys, Messrs. Lumpkin & Purnett, 
will carry the case up and Colonel E. T. 
Brown will continue to represent the pop- 
ulists. The constitutionality of the law in 
regard to contested elections will be at- 
tacked. 

The most important ground upon which 
the case will go before the supreme court 
is on the consticutionality of the act of 
December 20, 1893, under ‘which Judge 
Hutchins tried the case. 

The act, after specifying how evidence 
shall be taken before a justice of the 
peace, goes on to say that the evidence 
shall be laid before the judge of the sune- 
rior court circuit that the county is in. 

The supreme court quite recently held 
that the judge, when sitting upon a con- 
tested election case, Was not acting in his 
judicial capacity, but rather as a political 
agent. Hence, if he was not acting in 
his judicial capacity, he must be acting in 
executive capacity. Here, then, comes the 
unconstitutionality of the act, for para- 
graph 5015 of the constitution of Georgia 
is as follows: 

“The legislative, judicial and executive 
powers shall forevef® remain separate and 
distinct, and no person shail at tne same 
time exercise the functions of either the 
others.”’ 

Therefore, Messrs. Lumpkin & Burnett 
will argue before the supreme court that 
as according to a recent decision, the su- 
perior court judge was not acting in his 
judicial capacity, he was, therefore, acting 
in an executive capacity—which would 
make it unconstitutional, null and void. 

Before the act of 1893 it had been the im- 
memorial custom for the executive to in- 
vestigate these contested elections. On the 
decision of the supreme court on this ques- 
tion will rest the tenure of office of many 
officers.

Everybody concedes that the Southern has 
made a great stroké and the Atlanta mer- 
chants are more elated over the deal than 

mere words can express, since it puts them 
in closer touch with the great truck farm- 
ing interests of the southern belt of Geor- 
gia than before and assures them quicker 
schedules and hetter facilities. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida runs 
from Macon directly southward to Palatka, 
Fla., a distance of 285 miles. It traverses 
one of the most fertile regions of country 
in the south and is famous as the “Suwanee 

River Route. 
as First News in Atlanta. 

The report of the sale of the Georgia 
Southern and Fiorida was first made known 
in Atlanta yesterday by a telegram received 
by Mr. J. B. S. Thompson, assistant gen- 
eral superintendent of the Southern rail- 
way. He received a telegram from Presi- 
dent Spencer later in the day confirming the 
report and setting forth somewhat in detail 
the policy of the Southern in making this 
purchase. 

In the telegram Mr. Spencer states that 
one of the reasons for buying the “Georgia 
Southern and Florida was for the purpose 
of strengthening the western system of the 
Southern, which will give the system a 
straight and direct route from Cincinnati 
to the eastern coast of Florida, making 
splendid traffic connections with the Plant 
system and all the leading lines of the 
southern regions of this part of the south. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida has ex- 
ecejilent terminals on the St. Jonn’s river and 
has direct connections with the many trunk 
lines that embrace within their grasp all 
the great centers of truck farming and 
phosphate mining of central Florida and 
southern Georgia. 

How It Was Purchased. 

The way the Georgia Southern and Flori- 
da passes into the hands of the Southern 
railway is by the purchase of a majority of 
the outstanding bond certificates of the 
company by the owners of the Southern. 

These certificates were bought outright 
by the Southern from the reorganization 
committee of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida. 

The purchase has certainly been a sur- 
prise to the railroad world of this region of 
the south, for it was thought that this 
property having heen originally owned for 
the most part by Baltimore capitalists 
would after reorganization be wielded in 
away to benefit the Seaboard Air-Line, as 
the Mercantile Trust Company was directly 
concerned in the recent shuffling by which 
the Georgia Southern and Florida was 
taken to the block and sold at public out-

The G. S. and F.’s Traffic. 

There is, perhaps, no railroad in this 
Section that originates more traffic to its 
mileage than the Georgia Southern and 
Florida. 

In a recent report of the traffic man- 
agers of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
the following facts corcerning its traffic 
cutlook for the present year were set 
forth: 


“There are along the line of the road 
and tributary to it about 225 fruit growers.

The iargest acreage of melons of anv one 
srower is 125 acres. by R. H. Sutton, of 
Sycamore, Ga.; Ef. N. Feagin, of Toberof- 
kee, and 8. P. Jones, of Cordele, having 
one hundred acres each. Tifton is the 
Breatest proach gvowing section on the line 
of the road south cf te Perry and Macon 
territory. The praduct of Tifton is esti- 
mated at 15,400 crates. Tift & Snow are 
the largest growers. Their crop is estimat- 
ed at 10,000 crates of peaches and 
crates of pears. The Cycloneta farm, 
Cycloneta, expects «o market 5,000 crates 
of peaches anc about 60,000 pounds of 
grapes. E. H. Tift and H. H. & W. O 
Tift are great grape growers. They esti- 
mate their yiell at 100,000 pcunds.

the points which are libelous, the com- 
plaint concludes: 

‘“‘That the said article, 
as aforesaid, in so 
insinuated that tthe plaintiff proposed to 
give up business to the Associated 
Press, or to any other person or 
or that the p.aintiff proposed to repu- 
diate “s contracts, abandon its-friends and 
allies and turn over its business to a rival 
organization, or to any other person or 
persons whatsoever; or that the plaintiff's 
business was organized and conducted as a 
stock jobbing concern, and not legitimately: 
or that the plaintiff's revenues were dis- 
honestly and unlawfully obtained; or that 
the news furnished and delivered by the 
pla‘ntiut® to its clients and subscribers was 
inaccurate and untrustworthy, or that the 
Plaintiff had been guilty of lying, deceit 
and libel, and of using improper and un- 
lawful methods to discredit and injure the 
Associated Press; or that the plaintiff is 
behind hand in obtain!ng-its news and de- 
livering the same, and hence that it is of 
little if any vaiue; or that the plaintiff is, 
or was on June 1, 1835, doing practically no 
business beyond the f€ocky mountains, 
and that the ‘business which it was doing 
was with three or four papers of no finan- 
cial standing or respons’bility and which 
had been refused admission or discarded 
by a rival organization; or that the only 
source from which the plaintif€ derives its

Rumored in Savannah That Another Line 
Will Be Formed. 


vR PLANT WILL SEEK AN OUTLET 


Strong Probability of His Buying the At- 
lanta and Florida, and Thus Getting 
an Opening tothe W est. 


Savannah, June 56.—(Special.)—The news 
of the deal by which the Southern railway 
gains control of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida was received here today and created 
great interest in the local railroad circles. 

It is regarded here in no other light than 
an attempt on the part of the Southern 
railway in rightful rivalry to out-do the 
Plant system. 

It is believed that the Plant people will 
meet the issue and seek to gain an outlet of 
their own to the northwest by way of At- 
lanta, and that the Atlanta and Florida 
will probably attract the attention of the 
plucky managers of the Plant property in 
the near future. ; 

It is known here that the Plant folks have 
for some time past been thinking of working 
their way out to the great traffic centers 
of the northwest by way of Atlanta, and it 
is thought that the recent deal by which 
the Southern cuts off the splendid connec- 
tions heretofore enjoyed by the Plant lines 
will precipitate an early settlement of the 
issue that confronts the managers of Mr. 
Plant’s lines. 

Until the recent reorganization of the old 
Richmond and Danville and the East 'lTen- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia lines by the 
Suthern Railway Company the Plant sys- 
tem has enjoyed all the connections it 
might have desired over the Western and 
Atlantic from the west to Atlanta, thence 
over the Georvia Central to Macon, and 
thence over the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida to its main line—the Savannah, Florida 
and Western. 

It is clear that recent developments have 
robbed the Plant lines of this advantageous 
arrangement. — 

The Southern made connection with the 
Florida Central and Peninsular at Everett 
City and established a new through line 
hitherto undreamed of by the Plant people. 
This was followed up with repeated move- 
ments on the part of the Southern which 
brought about close relations with various 
lines in the southern region of Georgia, 
Then came the plan of reorganiaztion of the 
Georgia Central, by which the Southern 
will come into absolute control of this 
splendid line to the south frm Atlanta, and 
now comes the purchase of a controlling in- 
terest in the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
Which will cut the Plant system off entirely 
from the Atlanta route to the northwest, 
Which is confessedly the only route now- 
adays from central Florida and southern 
Georgia to the Ohio river and points be- 
yond. 

It is rumored here tonight that the Plant 
lines will at once begin negottations by 
Which an outlet can be gained to the north- 
West through Atlanta, and it is said that 
the only desirable route left open is to make 
Some sort of a deal with the Atlanta and 
Florida, which can be bought, it is said, 
for almost a song. By extending a line 
from the Savannah, Florida and Western 
the Plant people can tap the Atlanta and 
Florida at Fort Valley and thus make a 
great system leading out to the northwest. 

The only route now open to the Plant 
Syst¢m is around by way of Montgomery, 
which is, in railrad vernacular of modern 
times, “not in it’’ with the up-to-date line 
that has been formed in the interest of the 
Southrn railway. 

It may be safely put down as a certainty 
that the managers of the Plant property 
will begin negotiations in the near future 
to gain control of the Atlanta and Florida 
and build a connecting link from the main 
line to tap it at Fort Valley. 

This will give Mr. Plant what he has 
wanted all along—a line of hig own out to 
the great northwest by way of Atlanta and 
Will put him in position to cope with the 
great Southern in a manner that has been 
made impossible under: recent shuffling of 
the railroad cards inthe great game of ri- 
valry between the great powers that are now 
at work on the upbuilding of the railroad in- 
terests of the south. 

Mr. Plant Is Better. 

New York, June 5.—Henry B. Plant, who 
was reported to be seriously ill at his home, 
No. 536 Fifth avenue, was said this evening 
to be very much better. Mr. Plant c@itract- 
ed a congestive chill after his return from 
the south, five weeks ago.

A Monument to Anniston’s Founder 
Unveiled in the Magic City. 


ALABAMA’S CHAPTER OF CRIME 


She Keeps Up Her Daily Average with a 
Double Murder and Lyncbing—Exer- 
cises at the Colored Normal School. 


Anniston, Alay, June 5.—(Special Staff Cor- 
respondence.)—The people of this thriving 
city did honor and reverence to the founder 
of Anniston today in the unveiling of the 
monument erected to the memory of Mr. 
Sam Noble. The day dawned with heavy 
clouds mantling the heavens, but as hours 
passed they floated away and by 2 o’clock 
after a refreshing shower, the skies becamé 
clear. At 3:30 o’clock the procession was 
formed and marched through the principal 
streets until the monument was reached. 
After a beautiful prayer by Rev. F. P. Cul- 
ver, the little granddaughter of Samuel 
Noble touched the cord which released the 
veil hiding the statue. 

In a few well chosen words the presenta- 
tion was made by Mr. D. C. Blackwell, and 
in accepting the monument in behalf of the 
city, Mayor Hight expressed the grateful 
thanks of the people. After the monument 
had been tastily decorated by young ladies 
and the memorial poem had been read by 
Miss Christine Cooke, Hon. John M. Cald- 
well, orator of the day, was introduced. 
His eulogy of Mr. Noble was filled with 
the sweetness of a fellow affection and born 
of a heart that loyed him dearly. One of 
the most beautiful of his passages was in 
reference to the Noble institute, founded for 
girls by Mr. Sam Noble. Mr. Caldwell said: 
“The rapidly written volumes recording the 
swift progress of Alabama in the march of 
hey manifold industries might become 
so numerous, and her manufacturing meth- 
ods so changed, that’ little would be said 
of our fellow citizen, but yonder monument 
that glistens in the sunlight of philosophy 
and art and science will outlast all the 
others. The outer walls may crumble, as 
will the granite, under the corroding and 
consuming touch of time’s relentless and 
destroying hand, but the women who there 
have been and yet will be equipped for 
noble and useful careers, will by their lives 
and examples, their work and influence, 
build another monument, the perfect and 
complete glory of which eternity alone can 
unveil.’’ 

The founding of Anniston may be said to 
date from the organization of the Wood- 
stock Iron Company, in 1872, but it was prior 
to this that Mr. Sam Noble, then an iron 
producer of Rome, Ga., while in search of 
a good quality of iron, began prospecting 
in Calhoun county, Alabama. Here he dis- 
covered the spot where this city now raises 
its head. He saw that nature had stored 
avast amount of. mineral wealth in these 
mountains. Mr. Noble at once purchased 
2,000 acres of land and soon after the 
Woodstock Iron Company was organized 
Iunvery dollar this company made was put 
into churches, Schools, storehouses and 
homes, and today there is no city in the 
south that can show such magnificent edi- 
fices as the churches of Anniston. Annis- 
ton was formally opened to the country as 
a city in i883, through a letter written by 
the lamented Henry W. Grady, ‘which is 
still fresh in the minds of the people. 


TWO OLD WOMWEN ROBBED. 
Qne Is Dead and the Other Is Fatally 
Injured, 

Montgomery, Ala., June 6.—(Special.)— 
News comes from Daphne, Ala., near the 
xulf coast, of a most atrocious crime—the 
murder and robbery of two aged. ladies, 
Mrs. Leavings and Mrs. Wells. They 
were between sixty and sixty-five. years of 
age, and lived three miles from Gateswood. 
They had been for several months cooking 
and washing for the workmen at Fleming's 
logging camp near by. They had saved 
their money and had $2 between them—#ol 
each. About 10 o’clock one night recently, 
one of the sisters having just retired, the 
other being still up, their room was broken 
into by two men, one armed with a gun, 
the other with a club. The latter approach- 
ed the bed and beat the woman into insen- 
sibility with the club. The with the 
fun demanded of the other woman to know 
where the money was secreted. When she 
declined to say, he struck her on the head 
with the butt of his gun, breaking her 
skull. She then told him it was in her 
trunk. The trunk was taken into the yard 
and robbed of $31 of the money, the other 
$31 being overlooked. The men then escap- 
ed. The sister, not killed outright, made 
her way to the nearest neighbors and 
gave the alarm, a few minutes after which 
she died. She said one of the men was a 
Given, she thought. At daybreak a posse 
Was put on the trail. It was followed to 
the river and found again on the other side. 
From there it was followed to the home of 
John Given. John and William Given were 
arrested. They protested their innocence, 
and the former stated that he had loaned 
his gun and his dog to his brother Andrew 
the evening before. When Mrs. Andrew 
Given was told of the crime she stated that 
her husband and John Parker had commit- 
ted the crime, that they had been plan- 
ning for a month to rob the old ladies. She 
said they had left home to go hunting the 
night before and had come in about mid- 
night with their clothing wet from having 
waded the river. They drank a cup of cof- 
fee, which she made them, and left im- 
mediately, saying they were going to look 
for work. They were tracked to Num’s 
ferry and some distance into Florida, but 
have not since been heard of. Given is a 
young man who has heretofore borne an 
excellent character. He is about twenty- 
five years old. Parker is about the same 
age, but has a bad record, having been con- 
victed of horse stealing and served a term 
in the penitentiary. One of the sisters is 
dead and the other fatally injured. If “he 
murderers can be got’ back into the 
Daphne neighborhood there is certain to be 
a hanging, for the people are determined to 
avenge the murder of the aged and helpless

Atlanta, Ga., May 31.—A sensation was 
created in the meeting of the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association this after- 
noon, when Captain J. H. Martin, of Mem-

|Phis, the largest wholesale dealer in gro- 


ceries in the south, exclaimed in the eourse 
of a speech: “Grover Cleveland, president 
of the United States, receives a Salary of 
$50,000 a year. He should be given one of 
$100,000 and be elected for life.’ This state- 
ment was made while the officers’ salaries 
Were under discussiog. Hardly had the 
words been uttered-when cheer after cheer 
fairly shook the walls of the building and 
reached to the street beyond. Time and 
again President Leigh rapped his gavel for 
Order, but the shout still went up, While men 
waved their hats wildly, applauding a sen- 
timent so expressive of their individual 
convictions. 

For the benefit of our correspondent 
We will say that the incident occurred 
pretty much described. We had 
hoped that the declaration of sentiments 
So utterly foreign to democratic princi- 
ples and to the spirit and essence of 
American citizenship and their frenzied 


as 


‘approval by men who were born and 


reared under democratic institutions 
would not attract attention; but, as the 
abroad in a 
press dispatch that breathes throughout 
an air of triumphant approval, it calls 
for comment. 

The explanation of the incident is 
very simple. The meeting com- 
posed of men many of whom favor the 
British gold standard, and men who fa- 
vor the British gold standard are not 
and cannot be democrats in any sense 
of the word. They are Cleveland men, 
and this designation comprises their 
politics, their purposes and their de- 
Sires. Those who are Cleveland men 
at this time of day, when”the whole 
conntry has come to have a complete 
understanding Mr. Cleveland's atti- 
tude and policy, are not now. never have 
been and never can be democrats. They 
may and do eall themselves democrats. 
but democracy and Clevelandisin are 
as wide apart as the poles, 

Men who are for the British gold 
standard are for Mr. Cleveland because 
Mr. Cleveland has made himself the 
special champion of the British bank- 
ers and native money lenders who are 
interested in depreciating the value of 
all commodities and increasing the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar measured in 
gold.

The Marietta and North Georgia Sale, 
Under the decree of the United States 
court the Marietta and North Georgia 
and the Knoxville Southern railroads, 
forming a continuous line between Ma- 
rietta and Knoxville, are to be sold at 
public outery at receiver’s sale, which 
must take place within sixty days.

OF THE SENSATION AT MILLEDGEVILLE 


They Say That the Reports Sent Out 
Misrepresent the Facts 


THE FACULTY ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS 


The Governor Was Not Present at That 
Meoeting of the Board of Trustees. 
The Side of the Trustees Given. 


Yesterday's developments in the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial school sensation 
were decidedly interesting. 

The trustees’ side of the controversy was 
for the first time given to the public. Or- 
Gers sent Tuesday to correspondenis on 
the scene had failed to elicit anything 
from the trustees, and it was not until 
Governor Atkinson and Hon. Fleming du- 
Bignon Atlanta yesterday that 
any statement from the trustees was given 
out.

Governor Atkinson refers in his interview 
to the more personal references in the re- 
ports sent from Milledgeville, and tells 
how the hissing occurred.

nate affair, and express the friendliest feel- 
ings toward all the members of the board 
of trustees. 

The story is told in ‘these interviews and 
the Milledgeville containing the 
resolutions. 

Mr. duBignon Reviews the Case. 

“The accounts sent cut to the press were 
greatly exaggerated, and are calculated to 
give a false impression, of an incident which 
in truth was unfortunate enough,” said Mr. 
DuBignon. “The facts are these: 

“When the board met on Monday it was 
brought to their attention that the faculty 
had, a few days before, expelled a member 
of the graduating class. The brother of 
the young lady in question brought the mat- 
ter before the board in justice to his sister, 
who had no father and who locked to him 
for protection. 

“The right of the board of trustees to re- 
view the action of the faculty in such mat- 
ters is clearly conferred in the law creating 
the college and in the pursuance of this 
right the board requested a statement of the 
facts in the case from the president of the 
college. Accordingly a statement was made 
by President Chappell, which was subse- 
quently confirmed by the entire faculty, 
with whom the board conferred in a body 
before taking action. They stated that the 
young lady in question had, at an examina- 
tion held a few days before, been detected in 
the act of copying a Latin exercise from an- 
other student sitting just in front of her. 
It was admitted by the faculty that this ex- 
amination was in no sense a test examina- 
tion, and that had the young lady failed ut- 
terly in it she still would have received her 
diploma. 

The Punishment Too Severe. 

“In fact, it was stated by the president 
and assented to by the faculty that previous 
to this examination the young lady's di- 
ploma had been made out and actually paid 
for by her. The faculty, for the offense 
stated, had summarily expelled the giri 
from college and sent her home without her 
diploma. The board of trustees, after care- 
ful consideration, consuming the entire day, 
and after a lengthy conference with ithe 
president of the faculty, decided unanimous- 
ly that the punishment visited by the fac- 
ulty was disproportionate to the offense 
and much too severe. 

“The board was clearly of the opinion that 
both under college law and precedent, the 
young lady had earned her diploma before 
the commission of the offense, and that in 
law and justice she was entitled to receive 
it. The board thought that the action of 
the faculty in sending the yOung lady home 
and thus denying her the privilege of ap- 
pearing with her class to receive her dip!o- 
ma in public, was ample punishment for 
the offense and fully sustained the disci- 
pline and morals of the college. 

“After this conclusion was reached by the 
board another conference was had with the 
president of the college and he was ac- 
quainted with the decision. When inform- 
ed by the president that some members of 
the faculty could not conscientiously sign 
the diploma of this young lady—not on a 
score of proficiency, but on account of the 
offense committed, and as the board were 
of the opinion that the law in unmistaka- 
ble terms left it to their decision as to the 
manner in which diplomas shail be. signed 
or issued, they thought it wise and expe- 
dient that all diplomas should be signed by 
the president of the board of trustees and 
by the president of the college. This con- 
clusion was made known to President Chap- 
pell withethe statement that Governor At- 
kinson, as chairman of the board, would, in 
introducing Hon. N. E. Harris, who was 
to deliver the diplomas, explain to the grad- 
wating class and to the audience that no 
diplomas would be delivered, as the board 
had decided to change their form in the re- 
spect ‘mentioned, and that the diplomas 
would be forwarded to each graduate as 
soon as they could be prepared?d, the board 
of trustees thus assuming the full responsi- 
bility in the matter. 

Hie Gave Her Name. 

“When President Chappell was advised of 
this the board of trustees understood that 
the statement from the governor that the 
board had assumed the entire responsibili- 
ty, would, when made publicly, be satisfac- 
tory te him as president of the college. Af- 
ter Mr. Harris had concluded his address to 
the graduating class he read the names of 
those who would receive their diplomas as 
soon as they could be vrepared, This list 
included the name ef the young lady expelil- 
ea by the faculty and when announced it 
gave rise to great applause in the audience, 

“As goon as Mr. Harris took his seat 
President Cheppell arose and stated with 
great warmth and excitement that on be- 
half of the faculty he wanted to earnestly 
protest against the action of the board of 
trustees in awarding a diploma to this 
young lady, mentioning her name, Gover- 
nor Atkinson and the entire board of trus- 
tees were greatly surprised at this state- 
ment and the governor, speaking for the 
board, so expressed himself. He opened 
with this remark: ‘I have known our 
loved and honored president long and he 
is the last man whom I would have thought 
cepable of stabbing a defenseless ard fath- 
erless girl when she was powerless to pro- 
tect herself.’ » 

Thought They Had Been Fired. 

“The governor tren proceeded to explain 
tke relative position and authority of the 
Heard and faculty under the law and con- 
cluded with the statement that in point 
of fact the faculty now had no authority 
whatever, as they were no longer members 
of the faculty. The gcvernor, in this«tate- 
ment, intended to signify that the term 
-. tor which the faculty had been elected had 
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already expired under the law. This re- 
mark of his, however, was construed by 
the students to mean that the entire faculty 
had been discharged by the baard and this 
gave rise to confusion and ro httle distress 
among the students, who were naturally 
and justly much attached to President 
Chappell and the other members of the 
faculty. 

“The board of trustees met again in the 
afternoor to proceed with the election of 
a faculty. It became necessary in this con- 
nection to consider the occurrence of the 
fcrencon and its effect it should properly 
have upon the board in the election of a 
faculty. It was cetermined unanimously 
by the board that the board had the right 
to control in tha matter at issue, and 
that this right of the board must be recog- 
nized by the faculty and a promise obtain- 
ed that in the future they would co-oper- 
ate with the board in all such matters, 
before any of their names would be con- 
sidered for re-election. President Chappell 
was called before the board and informed 
of this determination. 

Senntor Harris as a Mediary. 

“At this juncture Mr. Harris came before 
the board and tenacerea his services as 
a mediary beiween the two bodies, stating 
that he had Deen requested by several 
members ef the faculty to be present so 
that they mmight conter with him, He was 
handed the resolutions adopted by the board 
and with therm, went beore the faculty 
and returned with the report thut the 
faculty fully acceded to the action of the 
beard, 

“Each member of the faculty, Mr. Harris 
declared, recognized fully the asserted 
rights of the board and in the future would 
be governed accordingly. After this report 
from Mr. Harris, President Chappell came 
before the board and stated that some 
of the lady members of the faculty felt 
offended at the remarks of Governor Ate 
kinson. They construed them as a personal 
reflection upon them and, at his instance, 
the faculty came belore the board in a 
body. 

‘“Vhe governor, as chairman of the board, 
Stated to the faculty what were the views 
of the board and what he intended to im- 
ply in his remarks made during the morn- 
ing, insisting that the board took its ac- 
tion in pursuance of its authority. He de- 
clared that he did not intend to reflect per- 
sonally upon any member of the faculty. 
After this statement from the governor, 
President Chappell, as spokesman for the 
teachers, said that each member of the 
faculty recognized the full right of -the 
board to do what had been dcne and that 
the faculty gave cheerful assent to the 
resclutions adopted by the board. The fac- 
ulty then withdrew and the board unani- 
mously re-elected the entire faculty. Last 
night the gevernor, the board, the faculty 
and the alumni attended a reception at 
President Chappell’s home and mingled 
in a friendly and cordial manner, So far 
from Mr. Harris reflecting in any way 
upcn the trustees, he said ta the faculty 
that he fully sustained the position of the 
board. 

No Politics In It. 

“The effort of some people,” concluded 
Mr. €uPignon, “to inject politics into this 
unfortunate occurrence will not be serious- 
ly considered for a moment by anv one 
acquainted with the bocrd’s personnél and 
the former attitude of its members to- 
werd each other, This feature of the oc- 
currence must be dismissed so far as the 
board is concerned, with the statement 
that it is too contemptible to rotice. It is 
but sheer justice to say that when the 
board decided to award the young lady a 
diploma Governor Atkirson was in Savan- 
nah.” 

“She retains 
Mr. duBignon was asked. 

“Oh, yes,”” he replied. 

Mr. duBignon said further that he made 
no speech on the cccasion not did he ate 
tempt to mak2 one, but merely stated to 
the audience that the action of the board 
in the matter had been taken throuch a 
deep sense of justice and ‘that sneaking 
for himself he had no excuse or apology 
to cffer to any one for tis action. 
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The Governor Taiks of the Affair. 

The governor was busy yesterday after- 
noon with the mass of business which had 
accumulated during his absence. and when 
asked about the occurrence at the Milledge- 
ville commencement, he repiied: 

“There have been so many misstatements 
made by reporters appearing in 
papers, all of them bearing the earmari:s 
of having the same author, that I 
care to attempt to correct them 
people of the state have so often 
fore read bitter attacks upon, and 
San statements about, myself which 
subsequently discovered to be incorrect that 
they will probably take with considerable 
allowance all that has been said upon this 
question, and will doubt!ess await a state- 
ment of facts. I do not care to go 
full statement of the facts about the mat- 
ter, however, because Hon. F. G. dubBignon 
goes over the entire fleld and states them 
very thoroughly, concisely and clearly. 1 
have only to call your attention to one 
or two things which will enable you to see 
the character of the which have 
been read by the people. 

He Was Not Present. 

“In the first place, I was not even present 
when the board passed upom the case; but 
after a full conference on the facts on my 
arrival, I fully concurred in what they did 
and now readily and gladly assume my full 
share of the responsibility for their action. 
In view of what has been said the public 
perhaps will be a little bit surprised to 
know this to be true. 

“The statements: made in some of the 
published. interviews that on arriving at 
Milledgeville I had a conference with Pro- 
fessor Chappell in which I expressed my- 
self as fully agreeing with the facuity {fn 
its action, is. entirely erroneous. Jo the 
contrary, just as soon as the facts were 
stated to me I stated that the faculty had 
done right in disciplining the young lady, 
but that the penalty was entirely too revere 
and that I thought she was entitled to her 
diploma. It would be useless for me to go 
through the reports to make the correce- 
tions. I simply refer those who desire the 
truth to the interview of Mr. duBignon. 

“The board of trustees can possibly have 
no motive for doing anything but justice 
in this case. No one who has not taken 
charge of an institution itn its inception to 
seek to build it up, can appreciate thea 
amount of work.the members of this board 
of trustees have done free of charge, for 
we receive no compensation whatever for 
our services. In order to bring up the in- 
stitution to its present high standard, we 
have selected a faculty for the institution 
and it is paid liberal compensation for {ts 
services; and so long as we are entrusted 
by the state with the management of the 
institution we shall expect the members of 
the faculty to comply, with the rules pre- 
scribed by those to whom the people of the 
state have entrusted the care of this col- 
lege.’’ 
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The Penalty Too Severe. 

“What about the case that brought on 
all this trouble?’’ 

‘The trustees did not question the sin- 
cerety or honesty of the facuity. We believe 
that it acted conscientiously, but after a 
thorough investigation of the facts, upon 
Which the faculty was fully heard, we 
came to the conclusion that while the fac- 
ulty was right in inflicting punishment, that 
the penalty inflicted was too severe for 
the offense. The young lady involved was a 
fatherless girl. She had been put on trial 
without notice to her half brother, whose 
generosity had enabled her to secure an 
education that she might carry out her 
purpose of earning her own living as a 
teacher in the common schools of Georgia. 
The charge was that of cheating in exam- 
ination; in other words, the charge was 
that known in common college parlance as 
‘peeping.’ The faculty had passed a resalu- 
tion expelling her and had sent her home. 
The board of trustees thought that the 
passage of this resolution, the sending of 
the young lady home under this charce and 
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presence on the stage with them was suf- 
ficient penaity for the offenge charged. The 
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faculty itself admitted that the young lady 
had already earned her diploma and that 
she had paid for it, that it was made out 
and had been signed by the president, and 
that if she had failed entirely on that ex- 
amination that on her scholarsip she would 
have been entitled to her diploma, but this 
Offense of ‘peeping’ stood between her and 
the diploma. Under all these facts I do not 
think that there can be much difference of 
opinion as to whether or not the trustees 
acted properly, 

“While the trustees could not for a mo- 
ment approve of the action of the faculty 
in protesting against its action in that 
way, it certainly could not feel that it was 
doing its duty to the patrons who had 
entrusted their daughters to their charge 
at this institution committed to them by 
the state to sit. quietly by anu hear the 
name of one of those daughters called out 
before the public on commencement day 
in this condemnatory manner. When the 
name was given in public as it was, the 
trustees not only felt it was a violation 
of college laws for the faculty to do this, 
but they felt that they were doing an ir- 
reparable wrong to the young lady who had 
been committed to thetr charge, and that 
they owed it to the parents of the children 
who were at present patronizing the in- 
stitution and would patronize it in the 
future, in so far as possible to protect 
the girl and condemn the act. I have 
never in all my life heard of a young 
man expelled from college having his name 
read out before the audience on commence- 
ment day, and if that treatment is too 
Severe for boys, certainly the trustees 
would not approve of it as a just treat- 
ment of a young lady.” 

The Hissing Incident. 
“Governor, what about the hissing?’ 
“The statement made to the effect that 

there was any hissing or laughing in the 
college hall is incorrect. -There was none 
during the remarks of either Mr. duBig- 
non or myself. When I turned to the 
faculty and informed them that they had 
no right to protest against the trustees’ 
action now, if they ever had it, as their 
term of office had expired and they were 
no longer Officers of the institution, the 
young ladies understood that I was dis- 
missing the president and faculty from the 
institution. The faculty began to move 
from the stage and the young ladies from 
the audience. The audience, other than 
the vy ladies, remained seated in the 
hall auc did not attempt to leave. 

“Wiren Professor -Chappell went down 
Stairs some indiscreet members of the au- 
dience who had preceded him, who felt 
that he had treated the young lady wrong- 
fully in naming her, hissed as he passed 
down. The young ladies present were, of 
course, much incensed at this and when 
I came down the staircase, accompanied 
by the board of trustees, these young la- 
dies, who were anxious to resent the af- 
front which these indiscreet persons had 
given to their president, hissed as we 
passed by. I simply smiled At them and 
passed on. I think it due to the young 
ladies and to the patrons of the school 
that I say that I do not think this con- 
duct on their part should be taken as evi- 
dence that there is any less discipline, or 
that they are less well behaved there than 
are students at other female 
They simply yielded to an impulse prompt- 
ed by a desire to defend their president, 
to whom they were greatly attached.’ 

Did Not Lose His Temper. 

“But, governor, the reports say that you 
lost your temper. What about that?” 

“Well, if you ever heard me make.a 
speech, you Know what it means. Of 
course, a man who has never heard me 
speak before thinks I am mad when he 
hears me, because that is my style when 
I am in my happiest mood, I was justly 
incensed but perfectly cool, deliberate and 
weighed every word I said. If the board 
of trustees- and myself had not kept per- 
feetly cool and good humored, there would 
certainly been no possible solution to 
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“What about the young ladies havmg a 
meeting of the class and refusing to ac- 
cept. their diplcmas?” 

‘lt heard nothing about that in 
ville. The only thing I kiow is what the 
newspapers publish, J may perti- 
nently remark in this connection 
that I have. been. reliably informed 
that the reports sSert out from Milledeeville 
were so glaringly prompted by an animosi- 
personally that the

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was not in sympathy 
I spoke, when the truth is I was enthusi- 
astically apnlauced at almost every 
tence uttered. lI have had fair opportuni- 
ties for judging audiences, and there ig 
that outside of the students, who 
were directly under the control and in- 
fluence of the teachers, the audience was 
decidedly with the trustees. But this does 
not touch the merits of the question. 
A Tribute to the Faculty. 

“Tf vou disapproved of the action of the 
faculty, goverajor, why was it thiit you 
re-elected it?’ 

‘Well, the board of trustees were thor- 
oughly satisfied that the faculty 
eonscienticus body of edueators devoted 
to their .work and devored to the institu- 
tion. They did not care to let a little inci- 
dent of sort eause a complcte reor- 
geanization in the faculty of the institution 
and lose to the institution the experience 
which has been acquired when the matter 
could be adjusted on a proper basis and 
when they had every confidence in the in- 
tegrity, ability and faithfulness of these 
teachers, We, therefore, determined that 

would not permit the incident to affect 
the'r standine in our estimation, nor their 
eligibility to the positions, if they con- 
ceded the right to the trustees to do what 
they had done in the case which has 
brought on the trouble and recognize that 
it is their duty to hereafter conform to 
the rules acopted by the board of trus- 
t©ces and not only acquiesce in, but coe 
cperate with tiem, in carrying their rules 
into effect. The faculty came before the 
board of trustees in a body and agreed 
to these terms and thereupon they were 
“each one of them unanimously elected, there 
being not a single dissenting vote for any 
member of the faculty. 

“The truth is, had this matter occurred 
in any other instituticn in Georgia, as 
soon as the adjustmen*t was had it would 
have been at an end, The sensation grows 
out of the fact that it is desired by some 
to make me a target upon every possible 
opportunity and this they thought afforded 
them an opportunity to do so.’’ 

Resolations of the Faculty. 

Milledgeville, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—The 
faculty of the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college had a meeting tonight and 
passed the folowing resolutions in regard 
to the late affair at the colleg: 

“The faculty of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, at their closing session 
for the present school year, subscribe to 
the following resolutions: 

“1. We deprecate the effect of the ac- 
counts in our state papers of the occur- 
rence in our college chapel at the graduat- 
ing exercises on June 4th. 

‘2. That the demonstration against Gov- 
ernor Atkinson by the young ladies of the 
college was the outcome of intense excite- 
ment and not’ a deliberate insult to the 
founder and friend of this institution. 

“3. That our feeling toward every mem- 
ber of the board of trustees is one of cor- 
dial good will. We believe thet in their 
official action they were influenced by 
conscientious motives even as we ourselves 
were. 

“4. That we beg all the friends of this 
college to cease to discuss this unfortunate 
affair and to unite with the trustees, fac- 
ulty and students in advancing the future 
welfare of this institution alreddy so dear 
to the hearts of our people. 

“Carried by a unanimous vote and signed 
in behalf of the faculty by the president.

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ASKED T0 RESIGN. 


Collector Pani Trammell Requests the 
Resignations of Two Officials. 


ONE OF THEM WAS FORTHCOMING 


Mr. Trammell Very Reticent in Speaking 
of the Matter—What Mr. Chap 
map Says. 


A stir closely bordering on the sensational 
has been created in the federal building by 
the resignation, by request, of Deputy Col- 
lector W. M. Heatherington, and the re- 
quest of the resignation of Miss Mary Mc- 
Naught, the assistant in Collector Chap- 
man’s office. 

There is no connection between the two 
requests, but both coming about the same 
time, doubled the sensation which either 
request would have caused. 

Captain Hetherington’s resignation was 
requested May 25th to take effect June Ist 
and was immediately handed in. Captain 
Hetherington is, therefore, out of the gov- 
ernment service. 

Miss McNaught’s resignation was asked 
for several days ago, to take effect June 
Ist, but up to the present time it has not 
been handed in and will not be until the 
matter is decided by Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Miller, at Washington, to whom 
it has been appealed. A strong fight is be- 
ing made by Miss McNaught and her 
friends to nullify the order requesting her 
resignation. 

The requests for the two resignations 
came Hon. Paul Trammell, internal 
revenue collector. It.seems that.about May 
2oth he wrote to Collector Hetherington, 
saying that circumstances were such that 
he would have to ask for his "resignation. 
There was no further statement made of 
the cause of the request, and after a few 
days Deputy Hetheringion sent his resig- 
nation to Collector Trammell. 

A few days ago the resignation of Miss 
McNaught was asked for. Miss McNaught 
has been in the office of the collector for 
several years, and is said by Mr. Chapman, 
tne collector, to be one of the most efficient 
assistants he has ever had. 

“I was greatly surprised,’’ said Mr. 
Chapman yesterday, ‘‘when Collector Tram- 
meil asked for Miss McNaught’s resigna- 
tion, and could conceive no reason for it. 
She has beerl in the office for several years, 
and has been one of the most efficient per- 
sons ever connected with it. She is a lady 
of irreproachable character, fine family and 
excelient business qualification. 

“Mr. Trammell merely stated to her 
that he would have to ask her to resign, 
and when she asked him for an explanation 
he gave none. I did not think it right or 
just that she should be thrown out of a 
position without some reason, and made an 
appeal to Commissioner Miller, setting forth 
the facts. I simply told him the full facts 
in the case and asked him to take such ac- 
tion as he thought just and wise. 

“The commissioner ordered the matter 
held up for some time, and now has it un- 
der consideration. Of course, I can’t say 
what he will do. Miss McNaught has him- 
dreds of friends who are anxious to have 
her retain the place. She has worked faith- 
fully, and it is not rigint that sne must be 
put out.in this manner.” 4 

It has been reported that in his letter t@ 
Commissioner Miller, Mr. Chapman had 
written with considerable directness and 
warmth. He was asked about the contents 
of his letter, but refused to say anything 
about it, saying that it would be manifestly 
improper for him to discuss it prior to the 
action of the who now has 
the matter under advisement. 

Deputy Hetherington, who went out on 
June ist, is quite sick at his home and could 
make no statement about the case. frie is 
in bed, threatened with fever. His friends 
Say he an exceptionally good officer, 
and has been in the service about twelve 
years. His successor has not been named. 

Collector Paul Trammell! is reticent about 
his action in both cases. He was asked 
yesterday afterncon what reasons led him 
to request the resignation of Deputy Heth- 
erington. 

“TI do not like to 
matters,’’ said he. ‘‘l that 
there were any special had 
other preferences.

‘There were immense cane- 
brakes on some of the islands in the Ten- 
nessee river at that time, and I suppose are 
now, that have grown since. They were 
very thick and perhaps fifteen or twenty 
feet tall on some of the islands of north 
Alabama.

New York, June 5.—The feeling here was 
bullish this morning. Liverpool was high- 
er both for the spot and for future deliv- 
ery. Local operators were inclined to the 
bull side, and considerable rain was re- 
ported in Memphis, Little Rock, New Or- 
leans and Mobile districts. In other parts 
of the cotton belt there were also a fair 
precipitation. Rain doubtless was rather 
beneficial in Arkansas and Tennessee, and, 
in fact, the weekly government crop re- 
port, published ‘foday, says ‘that the 
the weather for a week past has been fa- 
vorable. Nevertheless the gerierality of 
cotton operators believe that the crop is 
backward; that it has been greatly injured 
within the last month by bad weather; 
that the acreage will show a reduction of 
15 per cent or more and that the crop may 
prove to be fully 2,000,000 bales smaller 
than that of last year. The acreage in- 
port, to be published by the Financ!z} 
Chronicle, on June 6th, and by the Wash- 
ington agricultural bureau on June 10th, 
will estimate, it is believed, a large falling 
off in the area. The corn acreage is be- 
ing greatly increased at the south this 
geason by reason of the high prices cur- 
rent for that cereal, and the cotton area 
4s being reduced not only on that account

but also owing to an increased*culture of 
rice in the gulf states, tO say nothing of 
the cheapness of the price at which the 
great bulk of the last cotton crop had to 
be sold. The Galveston News estimates 
a decrease in the Texas acreage of 16 per 
cent, and adds that the crop is three weeks 
late, that the plant is small and the eon- 
dition bad, owing to drought, followed by 
excessive rains and cold nights. In many 
parts of Texas the fields are poorly work- 
ei, and the crop is badly in the grass. 
Heavy rains were reported this morning 
in Alabama and Mississippi. As a rule 
rains are not wanted in the cotton belt 
just now. ‘Tnere is too much grass. Later 
on, nowever, there was considerable sell- 
ing, partly for New Orleans account, and 
prices gave way in a coOmparauvely nar- 
row. market. Liverpool, which opened 1 
point higher, lost tne improvement and 
closed barely steady at a decline of %@1 
point. The market moreover’ will be 
closed on June 6th, ™h and 8th, a fact 
which led many local and southern opera- 
tors to even up their transactions.

THE CHICAGO MARKET 


In the Last Thirty Minutes Made a 
Spurt Upward. 

Chicago, June 5.—After a session in 
wh:ch weakness predominated the wheat 
market dur:ng the last tharty minutes 
improved beyond expectations and closed 
%c higher than yesterday. When trading 
began holders found mucn to discourage 
them, There was cool, delightful w@atn- 
er with ra:ns where they were needed to 
help grow.ng wheat. ‘The cables from 
Liverpool were weak and lower. Russia 
had shipped a large quantity 
to import.ng countries. These items and 
the ev-dent auxiety of the people to whom 
a large line of wheat was put lasc nght 
to sell out caused weakness and about a 
cent loss from the opening. During the 
day there were several rallies and declines, 
but ultimately firmness prevailed, early 
sellers coming as buyers before the trading 
Was conc.uded, Juiy wheat opened ‘from 
76% to Td%c, sold between 75% and Tec, 
closing at 774c with the gain above noted. 
Cash wheat was weak eirly, but the ma- 
jority of the transactions were made at 
lower and steady prices. 

Corn duplicated the action of wheat. 
The :mprovement in «he weather and con- 
tinued good movement were cons‘derations 
in the early weakness, but they were d:s- 
regarded when the more important mar- 
ket developed strength. July corn opened 
at d04ec, sold between that and 61%c, clos- 
ing at. d14%@d1b5g—%@%c higher than yes- 
terday. Cash corn was fairly steady 
sales averaging at about unchanged prices. 
Oats were active, irregular and generally 
weak, but c.osed firm in sympathy with 
the strength then prevailing in wheat and 
corn. There appeared to be a number of 
outs.de orders .n the market, and some of 
the local professionals were playing for a 
decline. July oats closed %@'4c higher 
than yesterday.

—“hicago, June 3s.—The action of the 
wheat market teday caused both sides 
to be a little nervous. The feeling before 
the opeaing was quite weak, owing princi- 
pally to the belief that rains had mate- 
rially improved the condition and cable 
reports of about 1 and 14 cents a bushel 
decline abroad. After a few opening sales 
it soon became apparent that offerings were 
not so liberal as might be expected and 
the principal sales were made by short 
sellers, This interest now is getting to be 
quite numereus, while iarge bears are not 
putting out as much lines as they customa- 
tily do. They have a large following, and 
each one gelling a little makes the total 
quite large and has a depressing effect, 
especially as these traders are very keen, 
aud many of them sell on the bulges which 
takes the wire edge off from the advance. 
The weekly shipments from Russia, South 
America and sundry points to the United 
Kingdom and the continent are again large, 
argregatinge about six million bushels. This, 
tcgether with the decline in Paris, was a 
little discovraging to holders, Bradstreet’s 
available supply statement showing a de- 
crease of about 2,800,000 bushels in America 
about met expectations, but the world’s 
availabie decrease of only 300,000 was taken 
advantage of by the bears and they had 
a picnic for a few moments only. It soon 
developed that the decline has brought out 
an unusually good demand from all sec- 
tions of the country. Millers in 
Whio, Michigan and New York; 
ports were all in the «market 
buy not only in Chicago, but in St. Louis, 
Detroit, Toledo and Mississippi, causing 
ai vurusually large movement for domestic 
and ®foreign ris2, This turned the whole 
tene of the market decidedly in favor of 
holders, closing strong. 

The demand for corn for domestic use 
developed earlier than in wheat, and it 
soon hecame apparent that offerings, both 
of cash and speculative futures, were light 
and only light buying orders could be ex- 
ecuted without advancing prices, the result 
of which was a strong market with an 
upward tendency. 

Hog product was a little weak on the 
large receipts and lower prices of hogs 
at the vards, and some heavy realizations 
by outside holders. After these sales were 
placed, the market became strong, due 
probably to the advance in corn.

The mysterious disappearance from this 
city of Mr. John 8S.

Smith was last seen in a barroom 
Mitchell street, and he is known to have 
had several thousand dollars on his person 
at that time. Before he left the barroom 
he loaned a railroad man several dollars 
and exhibited a large roll of bills. 

After he left the barroom the most dili- 
gent search has failed to reveal his where 
abouts, and it is claimed by his friends and 
family that the man Smith has been foully 
dealt with and has been robbed for his 
money.

Who Smith Is. 

Mr. Smith was a well-known money brok- 
er, and was a familiar figure upon the 
streets. He has been employed for the past 
two years as a collector for the Moody 
Loan and Banking Company, and was in 
their employ at the time he left the city, or 
is supposed to have left. 

Smith has lived in Atlanta for 
years, and during that time has made for 
himself many friends. He was held in the 
highest esteem by all who knew him and 
enjoyed the full conndence of several bank- 
ing establishments of this city, where he 
had the best of credit. 

Smith frequently borrowed large amounts 
of money from various banking concerns, 
and would reloan this amount in small 
quantities to railroad men, who would give 
him their due bill, payable at the end of 
the month. As he knew most all of the 
men with whom he had dealings, he dida 
safe business and made money. He fre- 
quently handled large sums of money on 
trust receipts and always was prompt in 
making returns to his employers. 

He Mysteriously Disappears. 

On May 22d he had in his possession 80, 
which he had collected for the Moody Loan 
and Banking Company. This amount 
should have been returned to the bank on 
the following day, Thursday, but it passed 
without Smith making his appearance or 
the return of the money. Late Thursday 
night he was in a barroom on Mitchell 
street, where he remained some time, 
While in the barroom he displayed a large 
roll of bilis and made a small loan of 
money. And this was the last seen of him 
in the city. Every trace has been lost and 
no clew can be found that will disslose his 
whereavouts. The detectives can’t’ ascer- 
tain in what direction he left the city and 
@re completely baffed. They are not posi- 
tive that he has left the city at all, 
are searching every nook, believing 
he may possibly be in hiding here. 

His wife is almost disiracted, and can't 
understand why he would leave without 
telling her the object of his visit. She lives 
on Buena Vista avenue and has two little 
children. He did not leave any money with 
her, and she is greatly distracted over his 
disappearance. 

He Owned a Peach Orchard, 

Mr. Smith owns a peach orchard in Fort 
Valley, consisting of twenty acres of valu- 
able trees. He was intending to make a 
trip to that town and his wife found a 
letter addressed to him after he left. In 
the letter he was notified to meet a party 
of New York men in Fort Valley on Thurs- 
day, the day he was last seen. He was 
also requested to bring with him the money 
with which to the trade. It is 
probable that Mr. Smith left this city for 
Fort aViley on the strength of the letter, 
but it is certain that he never reached his 
destination. His partner, who is interested 
also in the orchard, has been to Atlanta on 
business to see Smith and was greatly sur- 
» prised to learn that Smith was supposed to 
have been in Fort Valley. 

His partner immediately returned home 
and began a close search for the man. He 
has not been able to find a single trace 
of Smith and now firmly believes that 
Smith has been waylaid and murdéred for 
his money. ' 

Was It a Decoy Letter? 

The theory that the letter he received os- 
tensibily from New Yor was a decoy is 
plausible. It is possible that some one knew 
that Mr. Smith had interests in Fort Va}l- 
ley and that he would readily fall into the 
trap thus set for him. If this theory is 
correct they knew that he would carry 
with him several hundred dollars with 
which to complete the trade. They knew 
that he could easily obtain any amount of 
money he might need, and with an idea of 
robbing him, they wrote the letter and way- 
laid him on the route. If this letter was 
written by crooks and used as a decoy the 
dead body of Smith may be found in some 
secluded spot where the assault was made. 

Embezziement Charged. 

There are others, however, that do not 
concur in the opinion that Smith was foully 
dealt with. They think that he obtained a 
large sum of money and has left the coun- 
try. | 

Afew days ago Mr. Brewster, of the 
Moody Loan and Banking Company, swore 
Out a warrant before Judge Foute, chargins 
Smith with embezzlement. This warrant 
was placed in the hands of the officers to 
be served on Smith, but he could sot be 
located. 

Detective Cason went to Fort Valley with 
the paper last Friday and found that Smith 
‘had not been there. Telegrams were sent 
to many places asking for the arrest of 
the man. Last .night Chief Connolly sent 
out the following circular: 

One Hundred Dollars Reward.

I have 
bought as high as $1,500 worth of notes 
from him in one month. On the 20th of 
each month we would turn the notes over 
to Smith that we had bought of him dur- 
ing the month for collection, taking his 
trust receipt for the same. He has always 
collected and turned the money over to us 
very promptly, prior to the 25th of last 
month. Smith had the confidence of every 
concern with which he did business, and I 
belfeve that he could have easily gotten

Two Witnesses Say Hanvey Was Sober 
Saturday Night. 


———— need 


WAS THE KILLING DELIBERATE? 


It Is Said That Hanyey Intended Leav- 
ing the City the Night That tne 
Tragedy Occurred. 


yesterday brought no new developments 
in.the Hanvey tragedy and the day passed 
without any light being thrown upon the 
affair. Hanvey still refuses tu talk and has 
not assigned a single reason for shooting 
down his wife in cold blood. 


Every effort has been made by reporters. 


to get a statement from the murderer, but 


his lips are sealed in reference to the shoot- | 


ing. He talks pleasantly upon other sub- 
jects but turns his face to the wall when 
any question is asked him as to the reasons 
that he had for doing the deed. 

Hanvey spent a quiet day yesterday in 
his cell and passed the time in reading the 
newspapers and magazines that the other 
prisoners gave him. He eagerly devours 
The Constitution every morning and reads 
With great interest the story of the tragedy. 
When he finishes the paper he drops it to 
the floor and loses himself in deep thought. 

Public interest in the accounts of the 
shooting given by the: papers grows each 
day and it is an absorbing topic of conver- 
sation upon the streets. The one question 
of greatest interest in the case is, why did 
Hanvey commit the deed? This question is 
one that may possibly never be answered 
and the deep mystery that surrounds the 
terrible circumstances may never be fath- 
omed. There is but one who can explain 
the causes that lead the man to place the 
pistol to the breast of Mrs. Hanvey and 
that man is Hanvey himself. So far he has 
refused to say. 

Was Not Drunk. 

Two witnesses, both of good repute and 
honest men, have said thaf Hanvey was 
not drunk when they last saw him, just be- 
fore the shots were fired. They admit that 
he was excited and apparently in trouble, 
but they state positively that the man was 
sober and in perfect control of his every 
faculty. These statements may possibly 
throw a new light upon the affair and may 
tend to prove that Hanvey was either in- 
sanely jealous of his wife or that there 
was another who played a bold hand in the 
tragedy. 

It is possible that new developments in 
the case may unfold themselves today, as 
there appear to b many who either suw the 
shooting or in some manner are acquainted 
with some of the facts in the case, who 
have refused to talk about the affair. 

Who Was the Man? 

At 6 o’clock last Saturday night. Hanvey 
was in the barroom on South lryor street 
known as the Sans Souci. Here it was that 
he had a slight difficulty with a main wacse 
has never been obtaineu. There was 
only a slight misunderstanding between 
the two, and Hanvey secon left the p!aee. 
Before leaving, however, he drank a glass 
of beer at the counter. In a little while he 
Was seen again, and this was the time wher 
he is claimed to have assaulted J. A. Punch 
and attempted to kill him with his pistol. 
Funch esczeped. Laier in the 
vey was in the bar of Mr. Pappa and was 
very restless and excited. He exhibitea a 
pistol and Pappa endeavored to take the 
weapon from the excitel man, but ilanvey 
would not consent and promised him that 
he did not intend to use it and would hurt 
no one if he was permitted to retain it 
in his possession. After being in the bar 
for some time Pappa persuaded him to 
£0 to Grant park, and Hanvey decided to 
make the trip. It is now that 
Hinvey was on his way to car 
When Fe accidentally met his and 
crild on Pryor street. 

Would Go Elsewhere. 

Another circumstance that eg 
that the meeting between Hanvey 
wife on the fatal night was purely 
al is the fact that on that same 
he had.written her a note of farew 
ing that he had left her forever 
leave the city and seek his happiness else- 
Where, It was likely that he meant what 
he said and at the time he wrote the aote 
ne had made up his mind to leave the city 
and never return, If. he had not seen Mrs. 
Hlanvey that right cn the street he would 
now he far away and no bloodstains would 
have dyed his hands.

Whether or rot Harvey would feign insanie- 
ty. In so many instances have murderers 
adopted this role to escape the gallows 
that every one surmised that 
Hanvey mizht probably play the part of an 
insane person and secure a tvial before the 
ordinary on the charge of lunacy.

to tae prisoners in his cell, and at no time 
has he exhibited the least signs of insanity. 

is a man of splendid education and is 
well posted upon all leading topics of the

if he attempts to play the part of an 
insane person it will be an afterthought 
With him.
